Conquering its earthen, man-made 
barriers, 
the 
swollen 
Atehafalay a 
riv er, fed 
by the Mississip p i 
riv er1 
flood waters, Tuesday added Melv ille, 
Louisiana, to the long list of towns 
that hav e been inundated during the 
p resent flood. 
Leav ing 
inhabitants 
v iewing the 
remanants of their town from lev ee 
top s as they 
awaited 
rescue boats, 
the 
waters raced 
southward 
and 
westward to join those flowing thru 
the Bay ou des Giaises breaks, which 
already hav e sp read 
40 miles down 
the v alley 
to Palmetto. Palmetto is 
ap p rox imately 50 miles northwest of 
Baton Roug e. 
The east side dikes of the Atcha- 
falay a still were holding the waters 
out of the eig ht p arishes comp rising 
the “sug ar 
bowl” of Louisiana, 
lo­ 
cated between the 
Mississip p i 
and 
Atehafalay a riv ers. 
No liv es were believ ed to hav e been 
lost at Melv ille desp ite the fact that 
the riv er was loosed up on the town 
in the early 
morning 
hours while 
many of 
the residents 
still 
were 
sleep ing . 
Fleeing before the waters, 
they soug ht refug e up on 
the lev ees 
and in up p er floors of building until 
boats could reach them. 
Late Tuesday afternoon the water 
had op ened 
a 2,000 foot 
crev asse. 
Still another crev asse occurred on the 
west bank 
of the Atehafalay a 
six 
miles abov e Melv ille Tuesday after­ 
noon, but the territory affected al­ 
ready was under water. 
The New Orleans weather 
bureau 
said that the water was running one 
foot deep ov er the Tex as and Pacific 
railroad tracks at Palmetto, and at 
Morrow, on the western ex tremity of 
the Bay ou des 
Giaises, eig ht 
miles 
from Palmetto, it was rising two feet 
a day . 
Ev ery p recaution was urg ed ag ainst 
“ these 
unp recedented 
conditions in 
the Atehafalay a basin.” 
The weather bureau said that con­ 
ditions now 
in sig ht indicated 
the 
flood in St. M artin’s p arish would be 
17 to 20 feet deep in the bottoms. 
Striking swiftly in the early hours 
of the morning , 
the g org ed 
Atcha- 
falay a tore aside lev ee barriers and 
turned its full force up on 
the town, 
driv ing residents from 
their homes 
into 
the streets 
attired 
in nig ht 
clothes. 
So swiftly 
did the waters 
come 
that few p ersons had op p ortunity to 
sav e ev en the most p recious belong ­ 
ing s. 
In the flig ht 
to safety p rop ­ 
erty was abandoned in the effort to 
sav e liv es. 
With one mig hty rush the waters 
eng ulfed the town hotel, rip p ing it 
from foundations and tossed it aside 
to strike residences adjoi n'ng . 
The fire whistle and the Standard 
Oil p lant siren shrieked warning s as 
lev ee g uards 
sp ed thru 
the streets 
firing p istols and rifles and shouting : 
“Crev asse! 
Crev asse!” 
Women, aroused 
from 
slumbers, 
frantically clasp ed children in their 
arms and fled before the waters. 
Mrs. Juliet MacNeil, who with her 
six y ear old son was on the first boat 
to fig ht its way across the riv er from 
the town after the crev asse, said that 
it occurred 
at 6 o’clock. 
Mrs. MacNeil 
said: 
“Ev ery 
one 
scrambled up on the lev ees where they 
waited for the rescue 
boats. 
They 
had absolutely nothing , most of them 


did not hav e time to g et any clothes. 
“The waters rushed thru the break 
with a roar and swep t away near-by 
houses from their foundations, lift­ 
ing them up and tossing 
away ( the 
boards 
and 
heav y 
timbers 
like 
feathers. Interming led with the roar 
of the waters 
could be 
heard 
the 
screams of the women and children. 
“They sat 
on the lev ees 
on the 
riv er bank cry ing and shiv ering . 
It 
was dreadful.” 
W arning s 
to 
ev acuate 
had been 
g iv en Tuesday , but Melv ille inhabi­ 
tants had clung to their homes, con­ 
fident that their 
lev ees would 
hold 
back the racing tide. 
The Tex as and 
Pacific railroad 
had held 
a train 
ready to take them out, but the water 
came so quickly that the whole train 
was marooned 
before it could 
p ull 
out of the town to the west.

Little by little th e wh ole m iserable sto ry was bro ug h t out and with in a few h o urs a Presby terian 
minister h ad arranged for h er entry in th e Oh io P resby terian Ho me fo r th e Aged, th e Doroth y Love 
Home at Sidney . 
Fo r th is was an Oh io woman and eligible, th erefo re, to enter th e beautiful and very real 
h ome th at to day sh elters th irty -six aged men and women. 
Th e Do ro th y Love Home is one of th e most beneficent projects o f th e Oh io Presby terian Ch urch . 
It 
is Presby terian in m anagem ent and was establish ed a t th e direction of Th e Oh io Sy nod, but its work of 
love and mercy , wh ile limited necessarily to residents of th e State of Oh io, knows no creed or natio nality 
so far as service is concerned. 
It was establish ed prim arily for th e benefit of aged, lonely old people of 
th e Presby terian Ch urch but it is a fa r reach ing w o rk of mercy th a t h as never closed its doors against 
eligible applicants fo r any reaso n o th er th an th e lack of a sufficient fund to care fo r all wh o w ant to 
enter. 
, 
* 
Today it h as a waiting list o f seventy old peo ple, approved and h opeful th at each day will bring 
th eir no tificatio n to "Come.” 
151 o th ers wait h o pefully wh ile th e m inisters of Oh io h ave h ad countless 
applications th a t h ave never been filed because th e possibility of receiving more applicants seemed so 
far in th e distant future as to be useless. 
And h e a rt rending as it is, th ey must w ait until genero us 
friends provide th e funds fo r new buildings. 
Th e Home is only five y ears old, and in th a t tim e h a9 not only proven its needs by providing a h ome 
for fo rty -seven old people, but h as a t th e present tim e a waiting list o f seventy aged, lonely men and 
women, ra ng ing fro m 69 to 8 7 y ears, wh o, finding th em selves frendless and mainly w ith o ut means, as 
th eir faltering fo o tsteps lead th em to ward life’s sunset path , h ave asked fo r admission. 
Grim trag e dy freq uently stalks in th e adm inistratio n departm ent of th e Home; pitiful tales told in 
person by fragile old ladies, tear-stained letters w ritten in th e faltering penmansh ip of old age; sto ries 
of fo rtunes m ade and lost, of h o mes of luxury and th en of y ears of poverty , sto ries of h eartless "in­ 
laws,” so m etimes of own ch ildren wh o, fo rgetful o f th e long, early y ears wh en fath er worked h ard and 
mo th er made m any sacrifices to

Cheyenne, 
Wyo.—“The Man 
Who 
Made Cheyenne Behave!” Thu s early 
residents of the days when the two- 
gu n man held sway in the West re­ 
call Maj. Edward L. Hoffman, who at 
the White, Hou se recently 
receiv ed 
from thq hands of President 
Co o lidg e 
the Collier trophy,'emblematic of the 
y ear’s ou tstanding 
achievement 
in 
aviation. 
By his development of the “free 
type” parachu te, which all army avia­ 
tors are now obliged to strap to their 
back before “taking off,” Major Hoff­ 
man stands u nofficially credited with 
saving the lives 
o f no less than 
4 2 
airmen. 
Bu t wild and woolly Cheyenne of 
the old days remembers Ho ffman for 
qu ite different reasons. For*when the 
town was closing its 
salo o ns only on 
Su ndays for a few hou rs so the bar­ 
tenders cou ld go to chu rch, he won 
the distinction of taming the place, 
u sing, for the first time in its tu rbu ­ 
lent history, something 
besides 
the 
traditional “shootin’ Iron.” 
At the time Major Hoffman was 
a 
“ranker,” a private serving at Fort D. 
A. Ru ssell. The army post was located 
a distance of three miles from town. 
Oddly enou gh, already there was a 
trolley in operation, su pported largely 
by the patronage of the soldiers. Bu t 
a crisis in the affairs of the “short 
line” 
management was precipitated 
when its cash cu stomers were ordered 
ou t for su mmer maneu vers along the 
Mexican border. 
To meet the emer­ 
gency the company raised the fare to 
10 cents. 
On their retu rn from field 
service, the soldiers were 
Informed 
they, too, mu st pay the* higher fare. 
The army decided to fight. 
After some dickering a soldier com­ 
mittee, which had raised Private Hoff­ 
man to its chairmanship, walked into 
the offices of the company and laid 
down this u ltimatu m: 
“A 5-eent fare 
or we walk!” 
The Bo y co tt Was On. 
And walk they did. 
Hoffman won 
the su pport in the fight of Maj. Gen. 
Clarence 
It. 
Edwards, 
World 
war 
hero, then commanding Fort Ru ssell. 
General Edwards saw the ju stice of 
the men’s side. 
That su pport was a 
big factor in the su ccess of the boy­ 
cott, too. 
On the first day a very dis­ 
heveled and indignant captain stamped 
into the general’s office and reported 
j 
that soldiers had rou ghly handled him 
when lie alighted from a trolley car. 
Thou gh 
no 
cou rt-martial 
orders 
were ever issu ed against the ru de sol- i 
diers, one resu lt was that Cheyenne i 
residents soon noticed the cars were i 
ru nning back and forth to the post . 
with no passengers aboard. 
Bu t well 
trained as the dou ghboy is to long 
hikes, when off du ty he prefers to 
ride. 
So Hoffman hit u pon an idea to 
force the issu e. Each month the 3,000 ' 
soldiers were spending abou t $200,000 
with 
the 
merchants 
of 
Cheyenne. 
Hoffman wou ld ask the bu siness men 
to aid the soldiers get the 5-cent fare , 
back. 
They listened to Ids plea, then 
politely said, “No!” 
Whereu pon the 
boycott was extended to every com- 
j 
mercial 
activity in town, excepting 
one lone movie hou se. 
By tills time Hoffman was some- | 
thing of a celebrity throu ghou t the | 
region. 
In Denver, news of his gen- ! 
eral boycott reached the ears of more i 
progressive bu siness 
men, 
who of­ 
fered to ship ou t merchandise at low- ; 
er prices than they had been paying 
In Cheyenne. 
Then flie Union Pacific stepped In 
and offered special rates to soldiers 
traveling over its lines. So the larger 
\ 
city of Denver soon saw more and ' 
more soldiers trooping in 
to spend 
their week-ends there. 
Cheyenne Is “Taken.’* 
Meanwhile the bronco-bu stin’, gu n- ; 
totin’ town of Cheyenne, that had de­ 
fied Billy the Kid and other notoriou s 
bad men, was being “taken” withou t 
the firing of a shot. 
The end came when Hoffman agreed 
to meet a committee of bu siness men 
and listen to their peace overtu res. 
They su bmitted invoices and bills o f 
expense to show they were almost giv­ 
ing their wares to the soldiers at co st. 
Hoffman’s answer was a complete 
su rprise. 
Before their du mfou nded 
eyes he held aloft two lots 
o f their 
own sales slips. 
One, he explained, 
showed the prices charged civilians 
and the other the prices soldiers had 
to pay for the same goods. 
He 
po int­ 
ed ou t the soldier prices were almo st 
twice as high. 
Their ro ut was co mplete when Ho ff­ 
man further co mpared the Chey enne 
prices with tho se o ffered by Denv er 
merchauts. 
The tro lley car co mpany , ho wev er, 
still held o ut, ev en after the disco m­ 
fited merchants had called In a bo dy 
and urg ed the lo wering o f the fare. 
Finally a co mpro mise 
was 
reached 
whereby the so ldiers were Inv ited to 
lo o k o v er the bo o ks o f 
the co mpany . 
They ag reed to reduce the fare if the 
bo o ks 
sho wed 
a 
reaso nable 
pro fit 
wo uld be possible. 
It may be that they visioned 
a g ro up 
of 
bewildered so ldiers tumbling into 
t*e office, 
puzzling o v er the Intricate 
co lumns of fig ures, at leng th admitting 
they had wro ng ed the co mpany . 
Hoffman, 
ho wev er, came 
accom­ 
panied by an expert 
public accou ntant 
from Denver. 
After one look at the 
aeecu nts he annou nced a 5-cent fare 
e *jl oot only possible bu t also highly

No lives were believed to have been 
lost at Melville despite the fact that 
the river was loosed upon the town 
in the early 
morning 
hours while 
many of 
the residents 
still 
were 
sleeping. 
Fleeing before the waters, 
they sought refuge upon 
the levees 
and in upper floors of building until 
boats could reach them. 
Late Tuesday afternoon the water 
had opened 
a 2,000 foot 
crevasse. 
Still another crevasse occurred on the 
west bank 
of the Atehafalaya 
six 
miles above Melville Tuesday after­ 
noon, but the territory affected al­ 
ready was under water. 
The New Orleans weather 
bureau 
said that the water was running one 
foot deep over the Texas and Pacific 
railroad tracks at Palmetto, and at 
Morrow, on the western extremity of 
the Bayou des 
daises, eight 
miles 
from Palmetto, it was rising two feet 
a day. 
Every precaution was urged against

The weather bureau said that con­

Paris.—A few days ago a shower of 
red rain fell at many places in south* 
em and central France. 
It is signify 
' cant of the progress of popular en­ 
lightenment that, although the event 
was generally described in the French 
press as a “shower of blood, ’ ibis 
phrase was used in a conventional arui 
not a literal s< ase. 
No attempt ap­ 
pears to have been made in any qmr 
ter to invest tile phenomenon with a 
miraculous or mysterious character, 
and no superstitions fears appear to 
have heed aroused by its occurrence. 
Times have changed. Among the so­ 
called prodigies recorded iii ancient 
and medieval Chronicles, 
none are 
more 
frequently 
mentioned 
than 
strange showers, of one sort or an­ 
other, which alarmed mankind not 
only on account of their apparently 
supernatural character, but also be­ 
cause they were regarded as portents 
of coming wars and other calamities. 
The catalogue of things alleged to 
have fallen in these showers is a long 
one. 
It Includes I shes, frogs, rats, 
mice, serpents, Insects, grain, honey, 
manna, sulphur, ink, milk and—most 
frequently of all—blood. 
Homer and Virgil Mention Them. 
Stories of bloody rain are related by 
Homer, Virgil and several Roman his­ 
torians. Plutarch speaks of showers of 
blood following great battles and as­ 
serts that bloody vapors, distilled from 
the bodies of the slain, top reigns ted 
the clouds, from which they wens sub­ 
sequently shed on the earth. 
Gregory of Tours declared that a 
sin Aer of blood fell over Paris in the 
year 482 A. I),, when “many people 
had their clothes stained with it and 
cast them off in terror.” 
The same 
phenomenon was observed at Brescia 
for three days and tiiree nights before 
the death of Pope Adrian II in the 
year STJ. 
Another three-day shower 
of blood is said to have occurred in 
France and Germany iii March, 1181. 
In 1669 one of these “blood rains” 
took 
place 
at 
Chatillon-sur-Seine. 
“There fell in various parts of the 
town,” says the “History of the Acad­ 
emy of Sciences,* “a sort of rain, or 
reddish liquid, thick, viscous, and foul 
smelling, which resembled a rain of 
blood. The prints of great drops of it 
were observed on walls; it was this 
fact that led to tile belief that this rain 
was made of stagnant, muddy water 
raised by a whirlwind from some pond 
in the neighborhood.” 
Although the nouinlracuh us nature 
of red rains was thus gusseted at a 
comparatively early date, they contin­

Microscopic 
examination

or mineral material, hut tile source of 
this material remained for a long time 
uncertain. 
It is now well recognized 
that lite falls of colored rain and also 
of dry dust that occur at rattier fre­ 
quent intervals In southern and cen­ 
tral Europe are due, in most cases, to 
wind-borne material blown up from 
the Sahara desert. 
Several cases in which enormous 
quantities of solid matter have been 
carried great distances by the winds 
have formed the subject of elaborate 
investigations on the part of meteorol­ 
ogists. 
Thus during the three days, March 
8 to IO, 1901, heavy dust storms oc­ 
curred in the deserts of southern Al­ 
geria, and the sequel of these storms 
was carefully studied by Ilellmann 
and Meinardus. 
A widespread cy­ 
clonic storm, centered over Tunis at 
the time, sucked up the dust, which 
was carried northward by the winds 
at high altitudes. 
Deposits from this dust cloud oc­ 
curred over an area extending as far 
as 2,500 miles from the place of origin. 
Reports collected from hundreds of ob­ 
servers Indicated that 1,800,000 tons of 
dust fell over the continent of Europe, 
and one-third of this fell north of the 
Alps. 
As much more is believed to have 
fallen over the Mediterranean, while 
on the African coast itself the deposit 
Is supposed to have amounted to 150,- 
000,000 tons.

A sweet faced old lady, her thin hair parted in the fashion of many years ago, a bulging old suit 
case in one hand, a band box in the other and on the side walk beside her another suitcase and several 
packages. 
There was a bewildered expression on her face and big tears in the faded blue eyes. 
She was 
eighty years old and she looked it. 
Passersby gazed curiously and finally one stopped to ask if he could 
be of assistance. 
It was the same pitiful story, a woman grown old and feeble in loving service for un­ 
grateful “in-laws” who had deliberately turned her into the street when an accident that resulted in a 
broken hip had incapacitated her. 
A pitiful story, but uphappily, absolutely true. 
She was alone, friend­ 
less and without funds, unloved and unwanted because she could no longer pay for her keep by house­ 
hold drudgery. 
Little by little the whole miserable story was brought out and within a few hours a Presbyterian 
minister had arranged for her entry in the Ohio Presbyterian Home for the Aged, the Dorothy I»ve 
Home at Sidney. For this was an Ohio woman and eligible, therefore, to enter the beautiful and very real 
home that today shelters thirty-six aged men and women. 
The Dorothy Love Home is one of the most beneficent projects of the Ohio Presbyterian Church. 
It 
is Presbyterian in management and was established at the direction of The Ohio Synod, but its work of 
love and mercy, while limited necessarily to residents of the State of Ohio, knows no creed or nationality 
so far as service is concerned. 
It was established primarily for the benefit of aged, lonely old people of 
the Presbyterian Church but it is a far reaching work of mercy that has never closed its doors against 
eligible applicants for any reason other than the lack of a sufficient fund to care for all who want to 
enter. 
, 
* 
Today it has a waiting list of seventy old people, approved and 
hopeful that each day will bring 
their notification to “Come.” 
151 others wait hopefully while the ministers of Ohio have had countless 
applications that have never been filed because the possibility of receiving more applicants seemed so 
far in the distant future as to be useless. 
And heart rending as it is, they must wait until generous 
friends provide the funds for new buildings. 
The Home is only five years old, and in that 
time ha9 not only proven its needs by providing a home 
for forty-seven 
old people, but has 
at 
the 
present time 
a waiting list of seventy aged, lonely men and 
women, ranging from 69 to 87 years, who, finding themselves frendless and mainly without means, as 
their faltering footsteps lead them toward life’s sunset path, have asked for admission. 
Grim tragedy frequently stalks in the administration department of the Home; pitiful tales told in 
person by fragile old ladies, tear-stained letters written in the faltering penmanship of old age; stories 
of fortunes made and lost, of homes of luxury and then of years of poverty, stories of heartless “in­ 
laws,” sometimes of own children who, forgetful of the long, early years when father worked hard and 
mother made many sacrifices to 
provide for their children’s education, 
have tired of 
the burden of old 
folks and have closed the doors against them. 
Not all who come are penniless. 
Occasionally there comes a woman of means able to take care of 
herself financially, but whom the passing years has left alone, childless, and without near and dear 
ones to look after her in her declining days. 
This home provides exactly what she needs, friendship, 
refinement, 
pleasant 
surroundings, 
good 
wholesome food, loving care, the friendship of a kind matron, the services of an efficient nurse, and the 
amount that she is able to pay into the treasury aids in receiving others just as worthy but without 
funds. 
And so far as its room funds will permit, this great monument to Presbyterian Endeavor holds out 
a kindly hand of welcome for its motto in the hearts of its Board Members is this: “Come Unto Me All 
Ye Who Are Weary and Heavy Laden, and I Will Give You Rest.” The management is vested in a Board 
of Trustees made up of:

World Has Use for 
Constant Tin Supply 
Tin enters into so many minor ar­ 
ticles of dally use that it Is held in 
contem pt by many persons who are 
ignorant o f the real value and pur­ 
pose of the m ineral. In the first place 
they do not know that a tin cup, 
we will say for Instance, is very slight­ 
ly tin and very largely iron. The tin 
is a thin covering of the iron to pro­ 
tect it from the rusting action of the 
water and m oisture. 
In the whole 
world there is only about six w eeks’ 
supply of tin, and if for any reason 
the supply should be suddenly cut off 
for that tim e the result would be seri­ 
ous. 
If there was no tin mined for 
three m onths the result would be dis­ 
astrous. 
Tile great preserving estab­ 
lishm ents of America and Australia 
would be foreecf out of business and 
there would consequently be a short­ 
age of food that would mean starva­ 
tion for thousands of people. Most of 
the supply In tin com es from the Corn­ 
wall m ines in England and in response 
to the demand for the metal there has 
recently been a great activity in that 
part of the country. The mines have 
been worked for hundreds of years 
and they are now being worked hard­ 
er than ever.

Error in Noun Blocks 
New Jersey Reforming 
Trenton, N. J.—Two years’ 
work of New Jersey legisla­ 
tors on a proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment intended to 
provide for sessions every other 
year, has come to naught be­ 
cause some one believed that 
"biannual'’ meant “biennial.” 
The legislature met in special 
session to correct one error, 
when it was dismayed by the 
discovery of another far worse. 
During its regular session it 
fixed September 27 as the day 
on 
which 
five 
amendments 
should be submitted to a ref­ 
erendum. Learning three months 
after adjournment that that day 
fell on the Hebraic New Year, 
an extra session was called to 
set another date. 
It Is beyond the power of the 
present legislature to change 
"biannual” 
to 
"biennial.”

By his development of Hie “free 
type” parachute, which all ahry avia­ 
tors are now obliged to strap to their 
back before “taking off,” Major Hoff­ 
man stands unofficially credited with 
saving the lives of no less than 42 
airmen. 
But wild and woolly Cheyenne of 
the old days remembers Hoffman for 
quite different reasons. For^when the 
town was closing its saloons only on 
Sundays for a few hours so the bar­ 
tenders could go to church, he won 
the distinction of taming the place, 
usiug, for the Aret time in Its turbu- ; 
lent history, something besides the : 
traditional “Shootin’ iron.” 
At the time Major Hoffman was a 
“ranker,” a private serving at Fort IX I 
A. Russell. The army post was located 
a distance of three miles from town. 
Oddly enough, already there wa 
a 
trolley in operation, supported largely 
by the patronage of the soldiers. But 
a crisis in the affairs of the “short 
line” management was precipitated 
when its cash customers were ordered 
out for summer maneuvers along the 
Mexican border. 
To meet the emer­ 
gency the company raised the fare to 
IO centi. 
On their return from field 
service, the soldiers were Informed 
they, too, must pay the*higher fare. 
The army decided to fight. 
After some dickering a soldier com­ 
mittee, which had raised Private Hoff­ 
man to its chairmanship, walked into 
the offices of the company and laid j 
down this ultimatum: 
“A 5-cent fare 
or we walk!” 


The Boycott Was On. 
And walk they did. 
Hoffman won 
the support In the fight of Maj. Gen. \ 
Clarence It. 
Edwards, 
World 
war 
hero, then commanding Fort Russell. 
General Edwards saw the Justice of 
Hie men’s side. 
That support was a 
big factor in the success of the boy- j 
cott, too. On tl»e first day a very dis­ 
heveled and indignant captain stamped 
into the general’s office and reported 
that soldiers had roughly handled him 
when he alighted from a trolley car. 
Though 
no 
court-martial 
orders 
were ever issued against the rude sol- I 
diers, one result was that Cheyenne I 
residents soon noticed the cars were I 
running back and forth to the post 
with no passengers aboard, 
trained as the doughboy is to long 
hikes, when off duty he prefers to 
ride. 
So Hoffman hit upon an idea to 
force the issue. Each month the 3,000 
soldiers were spending about $200,000 
with 
tile 
merchants 
of 
Cheyenne. 
Hoffman would ask the business men 
to aid the soldiers get the 5-cent fare 
back. They listened to his plea, then 
politely said, “No!” 
Whereupon the 
boycott was extended to every com­ 
mercial 
activity in town, excepting 
one lone movie house. 
By this time Hoffman was some­ 
thing of a celebrity throughout the 
region. 
In Denver, news of his gen­ 
eral boycott reached tile ears of more 
progressive business men, who of­ 
fered to ship out merchandise at low­ 
er prices than they had been paying 
in Cheyenne. 
Then the Union Pacific stepped In 
and offered special rates to soldiers 
traveling over its lines. So the larger 
city of Denver soon saw more and 
more soldiers trooping in to spend 
their week-ends there. 


Cheyenne Is “Taken." 
Meanwhile the bronco-bustin’, gun- 
totin’ town of Cheyenne, that had de­ 
fied Billy the Kid and other notorious 
bad men, was being “taken” without 
the firing of a shot. 
The end came when Hoffman agreed 
to meet a committee of business men 
and listen to their peace overtures. 
They submitted invoices and bills of

Manchester, Iowa.—The Manchester 
& Oneida railroad has a director for 
.every half mile of track. The elght- 
*nii»e standard gauge line never de­ 
clared a dividend, never paid a salary 
to any officer except the traffic man­ 
ager, never passed an Interest payment 
and 
never 
levied 
au 
assessment 
against its stockholders. And for the 
flrs^t time In its 25 years it is making 
money, by virtue of substitution of 
electric motive power for the steam 
engine, which caused operating losses 
fur many years. 
The road was built by Manchester 
bushless men in 1001 because Man­ 
chester had shipping facilities over 
but one railroad. 
The town voted a 
5 per cent tax for its construction and 
local men built it, all materials being 
bought hart ain so far as possible. 
It 
was run to Oneida, 8.028 miles away, 
linking the Illinois Central and the 
Chicago Great Western with the Chi­ 
cago, Milwaukee* & St. Paul. 
Shares of stock in the road are re­ 
garded by citizens as the badges of 
boosters.’ The road never has had a 
personal injury claim. 
MaJ. Edward 
M. Carr, its first president, is chair- 
man of its managing board.
